Even  a  cursory  glance  backward  reveals  the  fact  that  ours  has  been  a  checkered 
and  varied  existence.  The  Class  of  '22  was  born  in  the  war  period  amid  unusual 
and  deterrent  circumstances  and  reached  maturity  under  the  ever  changing  con- 
ditions of  the  post-war  or  reconstruction  days — such  events  have  naturally  affect- 
ed our  history  in  no  small  way.  The  task  of  chronicling  our  history  is  one  worthy 
of  a  H.  G.  Wells  or  a  John  Fiske,  and  since  none  such  are  found  among  our  number 
this  attempt  must  of  necessity  be  incomplete  and  not  all  that  it  should  be.

When  the  clouds  of  war  dispersed 
and  the  martial  bugle  was  no  longer  heard  on  our  campus,  sure  knowledge  of  the 
fact  that  we  hadably  discharged  our  duties  and  had  measured  up  in  the  great  task, 
brought  a  wami  glow  of  inward  joy  to  our  hearts — and  well  did  we  merit  this 
feeling  of  satisfaction  for  we  were  honorably  graduated  from  those  great  days, 
in  the  vernacular,  when  Russell  ruled  with  a  stentorian  voice  and  a  tyrannical 
hand,  and  his  acolytes  so  faithfully  acquiesced  in  his  seemingly  heartless  and  use- 
less program;  when  "K.  P"  and  the  "skin  list"  were  banes  of  our  existence;  when 
the  loathed  bugle-call  roused  us  from  our  slumbers  before  the  sun  peeped  ovev  the 
knoll  on  which  the  bleak,  bull  pines  so  faithfully  stand  sentry;  and  the  martial 
tread  of  hobnails  broke  the  pastoral  quietness  of  our  campus.  Even  though  these 
conditions  and  circumstances  were  adverse,  we  were  soon  infused  with  the  "Old 
Tiger  Spirit",  the  traditional  love  of  Alm.a  Mater,  and  each  day  of  the  four  wonder- 
ful years  spent  on  the  "Hill"  our  love  and  devotion  have  increased  until  now  the 
thought  of  departure  moistens  our  eyes  and  brings  sadness  to  our  hearts. 

The  latter  years  of  our  college  life  have  been  colored  by  the  restlessness  and 
changing  conditions  of  the  post-war  period.  However,  again  we  conquered  circum- 
stance and  pursued  our  studies  uninterruptedly  until  now  we  have  attained  the 
striven-for-goal.  The  paths  we  have  had  to  follow  to  the  Pierian  Springs  have  not 
been  without  difficulties  and  discouragements,  which  have  only  made  our  prize 
the  more  dear. 
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Often  have  we  played  the  pranks  and  had  the  adventures  which  will  furnish 
pleasant  reminiscences  in  the  years  to  come  when  we  gather  'round  our  firesides 
and  live  again  those  halycon  days.  Then  we  can  talk  about  the  time  we  put  the 
cow  in  "Aggie's"  room,  or  set  the  alarm  clocks  for  "Squirt's"  talk,  when  we  nailed 
up  "Mutt's"  door,  or  put  the  fire  cracker  under  "Cary",  or  the  time  someone 
hit  "vSnapper's"  derby  with  a  snowball,  or  the  time  "Bags"  was  mistaken  for  a 
night  walker  and  "Johnnie"  was  embarrassed  when  we  literally  translated  "Mon 
Dieu. "  Ours  is  a  record  of  activity  and  of  things  accomplished — as  such  we  are 
indeed    proud    of   it. 

And  now  that  we  must  part,  ending  the  pleasant  associations  which  have  so 
pleasantly  characterized  our  student  life,  we  take  with  us  those  things  which  make 
life  worth  while  and  from  which  there  is  no  separation.  Ma}'  we  ever  be  true  to 
each  other  and  loyal  to  our  well  loved  Alma  Mater  and  ever  cherish  and  keep  alive 
the  pleasant  memories  of  the  college  career  of  the  Class  of  1922.
